The 1978 Annual Town Report is dedicated to 
Thomas W. Fecteau with appreciation for his 
many contributions to our heritage. 


Tom was born in Epping on November 29, 1896. 
His wife of 60 years is Yvonne Proulx Fecteau 
and they have four children, Norman, Rita, 
Marguerite and Lionel. Mr. Fecteau’s life has 
been a busy and fruitful one. Tom and Yvonne 
operated a Confectionery and Fruit Store with a 
fountain service from 1922 until 1927 in the 
building on Main Street that was used for the 
Bi-Centennial Headquarters in 1976. They closed 
for a few years due to his illness and opened 
it again as Yvonne’s Tea Room. They operated 
the tea room for about two years. He then 
became proprietor of Fecteau’s Market in 1940 
which is now known as Fecteau’s Country Store, 
owned by his daughter Marguerite and her 
husband, Andy. 


The Fecteau’s life is also wrapped in Epping’s 
Brick history in that Tom’s father was Placid 
Fecteau, many years the foreman of Granite 
Giste Brckcard and the Siar ase at His wife’s father was Joseph B. Proulx, one of 
the largest land owners in Epping and proprietor of the largest water-struck brickyard 
which was located on Route 125 near the Brentwood line.

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REMINDER TO OWNERS OF DOGS 


Our town instituted the following ‘‘Leash Laws” at 
the March 10, 1970 Annual Town Meeting: 


The Leash Laws as adopted by the Town of EPPING, 
New Hampshire shall prohibit all dogs from running 
at large on public or private property other than: 


(a) that land which is owned by the dog owner 


(b) accompanied by a hunter according to the latest 
N.H. Fish & Game Laws 


(c) restrained on a leash 


The town implements this law in conjunction witha 
contract with the S.P.C.A. in Exeter. All dogs picked 
up will be immediately transported to the S.P.C.A. 
shelter. If the dog has a license on it, the owner will be 
notified of this action. The policy at the S.P.C.A. is 
that the animal will be held for seven (7) days. If no 
one claims the animal the society will either place the 
animal or dispose of it. Cost to the town will be $30.00. 
If the owner wishes to claim the animal they must pay 
a fee of $4.00 per day. Please remember, however, they 
will keep it only seven (7) days so if you are missing a 
pet, we would suggest you check with the S.P.C.A. 


We have had numerous complaints of late and wish 
to ask your cooperation in keeping your pets 
leashed. Presently we are using our police department 
to handle the situation on a trial basis.

REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Highway Maintenance 

We know you will agree that our streets are in 
deplorable condition. Therefore, our board decided we 
should not try to spread the funds out so that all we 
would have is more scotch-tape repair work. We 
decided on an affirmative action to combine all funds 
available in the TRA account with the new Special 
Fund for construction allotted to us by the State and 
reconstruct some of our worst sections on Main Street 
since it is the most heavily used by all citizens. 
Hopefully, you are pleased with the section we 
completed starting just beyond the Elementary School 
heading north approximately “4 mile. We installed 
culverts all along the side of the new construction 
under and across the road. We had the clay taken out 
of the roadbed and replaced it with good gravel. The 
town was very fortunate to have Jack Lucier, State 
Engineer, design and oversee the whole procedure for 
us at no cost. Total cost of the job was $14,908. We also 
used the $2,000 sidewalk appropriation to restore the 
brick wall at this location. Since the new school will 
have its entrance at this site, we felt the walk should 
be a priority. We had decided to continue the walk to 
the property of Adeline Goldthwaite. However, we did 
not have enough funds to complete it. We will need an 
additional $2,100 to do so. Mr. Leo Grimard, one of our 
local brickmakers, who has worked many years for 
Goodrich Brick Co., as well as his father before him, 
has done the bricklaying and will do the completion 
work providing funds are appropriated. 


We are hoping to use this year’s funds on another 
section of Main Street. Also, we are requesting in our 
Tar and Culvert appropriation, funds to correct the 
drainage problem coming down Boar’s Head Hill, 
Main Street near the bridge in front of the Dionne 
home. That location has been a hazardous problem for 
years and must be corrected. 
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Some very nice work has been done in our town hall, 
much at no cost to the town. We accepted the services 
of some gentlemen working in a CETA funded 
program. We provided the paint and material, they the 
labor. The auditorium and back stage was completely 
painted. Because the CETA funded program was 
discontinued, unfortunately, all work was not com- 
pleted. We had the walls and balcony ceiling 
sheetrocked and two coats of paint applied which was 
paid for out of Town Hall and Other Buildings funds 
at a cost of approximately $1,800. Various portions of 
the plaster ceilings had been collapsed for several 
years. We had those replastered at a cost of $200. This 
work not only improved the appearance but stopped 
heat escaping through those gaping holes. 


We also accepted a Regis College work program 
which allowed us to have the services of a young lady 
for a period of eight 37% hour weeks. She became our 
full time janitor and gal Friday. A great deal of much 
needed work was accomplished. The cost to the town 
was the ordinary $200 allotted for part-time janitor 
service. The government funded college program 
picked up the additional costs and helped a young 
college student bear her tuition costs. The SPEDY 
CETA program had a rough start. However, approx- 
imately 14 Epping youngsters had summer jobs. They 
kept our streets and sidewalks swept, cut lawns, 
trimmed bushes back at several dangerous blind 
corners and curves, painted school bus huts, made a 
brick walk along the side of our town hall with brick 
they picked out of a stockpile of old sidewalk brick and 
other general sprucing up chores. There was no cost to 
the town. We look at it as doing more than just giving 
something, it gave those youngsters a chance to be 
responsible and earn much needed funds. Agreed, it 
has its problems but the positive aspects far outweigh 
the negative. 


Our office of Selectmen have included two CETA 
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programs for acceptance in this year’s town budget. 
Both are much broader requests. One of which, we 
hope to be able to cut back the overgrown brush along 
our roads which are causing dangerous driving 
conditions and damage to our roads. If the town 
accepts these programs it will be at absolutely no cost 
to the taxpayers. 


Our Dump 


You, the town, solved our long range problems by 
voting affirmatively to enter into the Lamprey 
Regional Co-op at the special town meeting in July our 
board called for through petition to the Superior Court. 
Our board managed to get state approval to go into an 
immediate new method of waste disposal by convert- 
ing our old dump site into a sanitary landfill operation to 
take care of our dump problems until the waste-to- 
energy plant is operating which should be sometime 
early in 1980. However, we will still need to operate our 
landfill to receive items other than ordinary household 
trash such as furnishings, tires, refrigerators, etc. 
Some of these items will have to be contained in our 
landfill, others such as tires and metals will be recycled. 
The cost to the town for the six months period was 
$13,310.00. This was withdrawn from the $36,000 fund 
the town had encumbered of government revenue 
sharing funds. By instituting this program, we 
managed to save the taxpayers this year approx- 
imately $35,000. The 1979 year should realize a 
savings of approximately $70,000. We did not institute 
Article #39, the mandatory recycling program, mainly 
because no funds were appropriated for it. Proponents 
of the article told the town that the University of New 
Hampshire would provide the bins for the program 
and transport them to their recycling plant. Upon 
contacting Mr. Dozier at the University we were 
informed that we would have to buy the bins (cost 
approximately $3,200) and hire a hauler to transport 
them to Durham. We contacted several other com- 
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panies dealing with recyclables. All would have had 
costs to the town. 


You will note we overspent our summer and winter 
roads and underspent our tar and culvert appropria- 
tion. We have an unfortunate circumstance in a new 
road the town accepted in the Epping Woods develop- 
ment at last year’s annual town meeting. The road has 
broken up terribly because of being built with an 
improper gravel base; mainly too much clay content. 
Therefore, we are going to have to reconstruct that 
road. Because we had no funds appropriated, we used 
the tarring money to start some of the reconstruction. 
However, there is much more to be done and we will 
need funding as portions of that road were practically 
impassable last spring. 


Tax Deeds 


An article is in this year’s warrant to allow the town 
to correct an error of past selectmen in their handling 
of properties which had been deeded to the town by 
the Tax Collector. 


We also have had to initiate some changes in the 
make-up and administration of the Sewer and Water 
Commission and the Conservation Commission. 
Separate funds have had to be set up for each to 
conform to state laws as well as correcting other 
improper practices. 


The legal fees account was overspent by $3,000. In 
view of the mounting bureaucracy of laws, rules and 
regulations, we can see no reason to expect this will 
not continue to be an ever increasing expenditure. We 
have withdrawn two separate actions that were 
brought against individuals of our community by past 
selectmen and had come up for continued trial because 
we could see no merit in the cases. We contacted three 
individuals who had cases against the town coming up 
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for trial and they agreed to drop their charges for 
various reasons. We initiated an action in the Court on 
the Star Speedway to avert a much more serious 
problem that could have embroiled the town in a series 
of costly law suits. We resolved the problem with a 
minimum of legal cost ($387). 


Our board welcomes input from the citizenry and we 
have conducted our Monday night meetings in a 
completely informal atmosphere allowing all present 
to enter into discussion with us. Some of our meetings 
have been quite heated but in our opinion, healthy and 
conducive to responsive government. Please join us 
some Monday evening and attend your town meeting.

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REPORT OF THE 
LAMPREY REGIONAL SOLID WASTE 
COOPERATIVE PROGRAM 


The following towns are members of our Co-op: 
Barrington, Durham, Epping, Greenland, Lee, Mad- 
bury, Newfields, Newmarket, Northwood, Rollinsford 
and Stratham. The Joint Board of Directors is made 
up of one representative from each of the twelve 
communities. We, in turn, selected a five member 
Operational Committee. 


The engineering firm of Camp Dresser & McKee, 
Inc. of Boston, Massachusetts was selected from a 
field of eight firms for the purpose of planning and 
designing the incinerator to be constructed on the 
University campus. 


Bids for the plant should be out sometime in March 
of this year. 


The Cooperative has explored the possibilities of 
government funding to the point of personal testimony 
before government agencies in Washington. However, 
at this time, there does not appear to be any funding 
available. 


The treasurer of our Coop has received approved 
funds from cooperating towns for a total of $159,778.22 
and has invested them carefully except for those 
amounts needed to meet on going expenses of the 
Cooperative. 


The Town of Durham shall issue the primary bonds 
($2,420,000) and the individual towns will make their 
pro rata share of annual principal and interest 
payment through their regular budgetary process.

The Cooperative extends their appreciation for the 
assistance given its efforts by officers and staff of the 
University system, the University of New Hampshire 
and to the Town of Durham for accepting the position 
of being host town to this program and for floating the 
bond so that we could take advantage of their 
exceptionally high credit standing whereby we will 
realize a lower interest rate.

The full board has been meeting at least once a 
month, more often twice a month. Needless to say, the 
Operations Committee, under our very capable 
chairman, Malcolm Chase, has had considerably more 
duties and has performed admirably. 


We became a formal and legal organization on June 
22, 1978 and appear to be progressing within the time 
frames established at that time. 


Our town, in the meantime, has been more fortunate 
than some of the other member towns in that we are 
able to take care of our immediate dumping problems 
by operating our own landfill. 
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We have an article in this year’s warrant to 
authorize the selectmen to enter into a contract for 
rubbish pick-up at such time as the Waste to Energy 
Plant becomes operational. 


Our board feels that the Town of Epping should feel 
its way into this new method of disposal and not 
commit ourselves to any further capital costs outlay 
that may prove impractical. 


We feel that we will be able to implement a smooth 
transition into this program once the plant is 
operating.

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REPORT OF THE 
EPPING VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1978 was the busiest ever experienced by 
the Epping Fire Department. From December 1, 1977 
to November 31, 1978 there were 91 calls for emergency 
purposes. This ever increasing number of calls has put 
an even greater burden on the men of the department. 
When I first became interested in fire fighting in the 
late 1960’s, there were 40 to 50 calls per year. Last year 
we had a record 63 calls. The number has now jumped 
to 91. For the people who aren’t aware of this, the 
Epping Fire Department is a volunteer department. 
This means that when a call comes in, people have to 
leave their jobs or homes at any time to answer the 
call. If you do have an emergency, please be patient. 
Help will arrive as fast as is humanly possible. 


The Fire Department will not be filling swimming 
pools this year and will limit their responses to 
emergency type calls only. 


This year as last, I will caution the users of wood- 
burning type heaters to have your chimneys cleaned 
and checked for cracks or porous bricks. Just because 
you didn’t have any trouble last year doesn’t mean you 
won’t this year. I have literature available at the fire 
station concerning the installation of woodburning 
heaters. There were ten chimney fires in 1978 and 
three out of seven structural fires were woodstove 
related. 


I would like to thank the officers and men of my 


department for their never ending dedication to saving 
lives and protecting property. 
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I would like to thank the Fire Wards and Attorney 
Mike Sullivan for their time and energy this last year. 
These men made the Fire Wards an asset to the Town 
of Epping. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the ladies 
of the auxiliary for the hard work and contributions 
they have made.

The past year was a good year, as the crime rate was 
down due to the uniformed officers and marked 
cruisers always being present.

The cruisers logged 50,585 miles with a total of 7,762 
man-hours (2,888 were covered by the Chief). 


Sgt Richard Gendron attended 11 weeks of school 
this past year; 5 weeks of Juvenile training and 6 
weeks at the State Police Academy, at the tax payer’s 
expense and at the present time is employed with the 
Raymond Police Department because the Town could 
not financially see another full-time officer.

ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
EPPING PLANNING BOARD 


“Like it or not, EPPING WILL GROW. HOW 
— AND HOW COSTLY — YOUR TOWN GROWS 
WILL DEPEND UPON YOUR SUPPORT OF GOOD 
PLANNING.” (Quotation from Planning Board 
Report 1977). 


How accurate was that prediction ? Let’s look at the 
FACTS! The predicted 30% INCREASE IN PROP- 
ERTY TAXES for this coming year is a DIRECT 
CONSEQUENCE of the tremendous GROWTH 
Epping has experienced the past three years. 


In the 1977 Planning Board Report, we reported an 
18% increase in the number of approved lots from 1976, 
and double the number of applications for sub- 
division. In 1976 there were fourteen subdivision 
requests that created 37 new lots. 


This year, without restraints, growth has accel- 
erated and the Planning Board has received applica- 
tions for 151 new lots; most have been approved, 
others are pending approval. Houses are being built on 
the majority of these lots. A good example of this is the 
45 lot Riverside Estates on Jacobswell and Camp Lee 
Roads. Epping will not feel the full impact on our 
schools and town services for at least another full 
year. 


Even if no further subdivision applications are 
submitted during this coming year, Epping will still 


have serious problems due to this growth. 


A look at the proposed budget for 1979 makes it 
obvious that tax revenue from the average home 
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construction in Epping is NOT off-setting increased 
cost of town services and schools. In effect, most of the 
new homes being built are costing each property 
owner additional tax money. 


In spite of the ever-increasing cost of town 
government, the question of planning is still being 
hotly contested by a certain segment in town who 
vigorously oppose all planning proposals. Voters have 
continuously supported the concept of planning but, 
conversely, have failed to support ordinances needed 
to control and guide this costly growth. 


In 1977 voters defeated Planning Board proposals 
for specific zones in town, i.e. agricultural/residential 
zone and an expanded industrial zone. These zones 
would have protected homeowners against the 
possibility of objectionable businesses locating in 
established residential neighborhoods. As a con- 
sequence, a new business was able to submit and 
obtain approval to process environmentally hazardous 
waste, despite the opposition of the majority of the 
nearby homeowners. A report of this hazardous waste 
treatment plant by graduate students at UNH is on 
file at the Harvey-Mitchell Memorial Library. Although 
the report is basically favorable to the existing facility, 
it contains serious warnings that townspeople should 
heed. 


The other major commercial proposal submitted to 
the Planning Board was for a restaurant/lounge on 
Old Route 101 West; it has been denied site plan 
approval from the Planning Board. 


Several new home industries have been approved; 


two gift shops and a home auto repair garage are now 
in business. 


In July of this year the Planning Board held the first 
public hearing on the reorganized Zoning Ordinances 
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and Building Ordinances. Editorial changes have 
been made for better understanding of these texts with 
absolutely no change in the effect or intent of any 
regulation. Additionally, an informational hearing 
was held in December for added input by interested 
citizens. The current zoning map developed by the 
Southeastern New Hampshire Regional Planning 
Commission and the Planning Board was presented at 
this meeting. The second legal hearing on this 
proposal will be held in January. We urge your support 
for these articles at the polls in March. 


In November a group of citizens petitioned the 
Planning Board for a zoning change per RSA 31:63b. 
They ask that subdivisions be limited until March 
1980, so that no parcel may be divided into more than 
two lots. It is their opinion the town needs time to work 
on the Master Plan before more major developers 
invade Epping. Hopefully, many more people will 
become involved in the planning process. 


The Planning Board is sponsoring a SOUNDING 
BOARD to help plan for the future growth of the town. 
The Planning Board plans to name townspeople of all 
ages, interests, years of residence and experience so 
members of the Sounding Board will represent a broad 
cross-section of the community. The Sounding Board 
will meet once a month, and will study water supply, 
sewerage, current zoning and building regulations, 
open space, schools, residential developments, com- 
mercial areas, farmlands, tax rates and costs of town 
services. 


The Sounding Board will make recommendations to 
the Planning Board for pursuing the Master Plan for 
the Town. Anyone interested in participating, please 
contact any Planning Board member. 


The Planning Board has found it difficult to operate 
this past year without easy access to its appropriated 
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funds. Upon investigation the Planning Board learned 
in October that in order to be in compliance with the 
newly adopted Municipal Budget Law, it must close 
out its checking account and we immediately trans- 
ferred all funds collected to the Town General Fund. 


Funds collected by the Planning Board for fees and 
expenses exceeded $1,300. For a more detailed break- 
down, see the Planning Board Treasurer’s Report. 


With the approval of the former Board of Selectmen, 
the Planning Board accepted the responsibility of 
updating the depleted supply of the Town “Blue Book” 
of rules and regulations of the Planning Board, 
Building Inspector, Health Officer, Water & Sewer 
Commission, and Board of Adjustment. Also, because 
the Land Use Application Forms were in such 
demand, a new supply had to be ordered, the Planning 
Board revised the Form to make instructions more 
explicit. This year for the first time Selectmen charged 
the Planning Board budget for the cost of printing the 
“Blue Book” and the Land Use Form. These self- 
supporting items had been previously handled as 
Town Officers expenses and revenues. Fees collected 
to pay for these items have not been credited as 
Planning Board income. Therefore, since no appro- 
priation for these expenses was included in the 
Planning Board budget, this caused the Board to be 
over-expended. 


Epping is in a time of CRISIS: financial, social, 
environmental and one of future identity. 


We urge you to give careful consideration to all 
candidates this March. Know their position on 
planned growth. Before you support any candidate, 
ask yourself: Do they have the necessary time? 
Experience? Expertise? 
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This year will be the first year of an ELECTED 
PLANNING BOARD. This is your opportunity to elect 
members to the Planning Board who will support your 
views of responsible town planning. To warrant your 
support a candidate should be willing to place the best 
interest of the town above personal popularity, be 
willing to put in long hours learning technical data, 
state and local laws, and have the foresight to 
understand the long-range effect on the town of every 
new application or regulation proposed. 


By letting the town grow as it will without direction, 
you, the voter, are vacating your right to decide the 
kind of town you will live in — and the amount of taxes 
you are willing to pay.

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REPORT OF THE 
EPPING RECREATION COMMISSION 


1978 was a year of hard work and success for the 
Recreation Commission. 1978 saw new activities 
added and older ones expanded to provide more 
recreation for town residents. 


In addition to the $3,900 town appropriation, the 
Recreation Commission raised $3,460 to help pay for 
its activities. 


91 children were enrolled in the six week summer 
recreation program. The children were given arts and 
crafts instruction. They put on a musical play. They 
also played games and put on a carnival. In addition 
to these activities there were weekly trips to Pawtuck- 
away State Park and weekly field trips to such places 
as Pease A.F.B., The Witches Museum in Salem, 
Mass., and Mount Major. 


The staff was assisted by 11 “Junior Leaders”; 
junior high school age boys and girls who volunteered 
their time and energy to help-out the program and to 
learn responsibility and leadership. 


Tennis and swimming classes were provided during 
the six week program. These lessons were open to all 
town citizens on a first come basis. These lessons were 
funded by the fees that were charged for each lesson. 
The commission plans to offer all these activities 
again this year. 


The annual town picnic took place last August 13. 
Thanks to the special efforts of the Picnic Committee, 
townspeople enjoyed a variety of events and activities. 
Starting with the first annual ‘‘Red Oak Hill Classic” 
foot and bicycle races in the morning and ending with 
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an outdoor dance and block party that night, the 
picine was a fun day for all ages. 


The summer also saw two “Epping Nights” at 
Fenway Park which were organized in June and 
August. Town residents travelled to see the Red Sox 
beat the Yankees and the Angels during that exciting 
season. 


A record number of boys and girls signed up for 
Little League and Minor League baseball. Because of 
coaching and facility shortages some teams were 
forced to carry over twenty ballplayers on a team. A 
Pony League baseball team and Girl’s softball team 
were also fielded. Because of these conditions the 
Recreation Commission, along with the Conservation 
Commission, supported a plan to construct a Little 
League sized baseball field located on the grounds of 
the Mary Blair Park in West Epping. Construction did 
begin last fall by volunteers made up of concerned 
parents who helped clear the site and prepare the 
grounds. 


The Commission sponsored the annual Halloween 
Party for school children. Over 250 children attended. 
Prizes were awarded to all age groups for costumes. At 
the end of the party each child received a grab bag of 
treats to take home. 


Special notice should be given to the members of the 
Epping Youth Council for their hard work and 
sacrifices made to raise money for worthy causes. In the 
past few years the Youth Council has sponsored 
dances, conducted walkathons, and sold baked goods 
in an effort to raise funds. With these funds the Youth 
Council has bought Christmas gifts for the elderly at 
the Rockingham County Home. They have distributed 
food baskets to the needy at Thanksgiving. Recently, 
the Youth Council donated $200 towards the con- 
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struction of the Little League baseball field in West 
Epping. These are outstanding contributions made by 
an outstanding group of youngsters. 


In closing, the Commission would like to thank out- 
going members Beverly Lewis, Judy Denyou, and 
Chickie Arneil for their service to the town over the 
past few years. Their presence on the Commission will 
be missed.

Public attendance is always welcome at Epping 
Conservation Commission meetings. The schedule of 
all meetings is posted on the Town Hall bulletin board. 


The FIRST ANNUAL LAMPREY RIVER CANOE 
RACE was held on April 29, and was an outstanding 
success! The canoe race will be sponsored annually by 
the Commission to promote an appreciation for 
Epping’s greatest natural resource, the Lamprey 
River. 


The winning posters submitted by students in 
grades 1-6, on the topic of recycling, were displayed in 
the Town Hall where the judging took place. 


In May, about forty youths helped the Epping 
Conservation Commission in its seventh ANNUAL 
CLEAN-UP EPPING DAY program. All trash picked 
up was separated, and recyclable materials were 
brought to the Durham recycling center by the adult 
volunteers. 


The Little League Field Committee has started 
constructing a Little League Field in the Mary E. 
Folsom Blair Park. The Mary Blair Park will be a 
major project for the Commission. Park benches and 
tables, along with fire pits are planned for the Park. 


The Mirium Jackson mini-park downtown will have 
some new shrubbery added in the coming year. This 
riverside park now contains many different and 
interesting species of plants and trees, some of which 
have been generously donated by townspeople.

We are pleased to announce the addition of three 
more parcels of land designated as conservation areas. 
The Fred Coffin Memorial Forest will be plannedfora - 
wildlife-conservation area. A twelve acre parcel of 
land was donated by Parker Schofield to be kept as 
wild, undeveloped land. This land, to be known as the 
George H. Fall Woods, is located on Jacobs Well Road. 
This parcel neatly adjoins a two acre piece donated to 
the Town for a greenbelt by the Southeastern New 
Hampshire Community Development Corporation.

WATER AND SEWER COMMISSION REPORT 


The year 1978 was a busy one for the Water and 
Sewer Commission. 


The Town of Epping is on the 1979 priority list for 
federal and state funding to study our municipal waste 
water treatment facility. We have been courted by 
numerous Waste Water Treatment and Water com- 
panies, all most helpful and knowledgeable. We have 
taken advantage of the expertise of their engineers not 
only for our sewerage plant but also for our water 
system. We have been able to determine that at the 
present time, through state records, our present 
sewerage plant is operating at roughly 50% capacity. 


Our most pressing problem is, of course, our town 
water system. The well is operating at present at 
approximately 70 gallons per minute pumping 
capacity as opposed to the original 120 gallons per 
minute. Our well has served us nobly since 1950 and 
gravel-packed wells need servicing. Another source of 
water is necessary while cleaning and servicing our 
well for more efficient productivity. Our water 
situation is critical, at this time, due not only to the 
drought but also to the antiquity of our well. Layne 
New England, a firm of well drillers used by this town 
for many years, tested several areas this past summer 
and fall. In their water search, one area in West 
Epping seems to be the best possibility for an added 
water supply for our town. A study is presently 
underway as to the feasibility of developing this area 
and the cost of bringing the water into town. We have, 
however, recent alternatives that would not be as 
costly and possibly would be more productive which 
are also in the study stages. We will keep the 
townspeople aware of our progress. 
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Daniel Harvey joined the Water and Sewer Com- 
mission as the newly elected commissioner in March 
for a three year term. When Donald Keach moved to 
Exeter and resigned, Eileen Murphy was appointed to 
replace him. 


We welcome all townspeople to our meetings and 
extend our thanks to all of you for bearing with us this 
summer and fall during our water emergency. Unfor- 
tunately, we are still in dire need of a new water supply 
and ask your continued support of our efforts.

We would like to take 
this opportunity to thank the Raymond Ambulance 
Association, the Epping Fire Department, and the 
Epping Police Department for their endless help. We 
would like to thank the citizens of Epping not only for 
their great amount of moral support but also for all the 
contributions we have received towards our ambu- 
lance fund. We are happy to report that we now have 
approximately $1,000 dollars in this savings account. 
It is our intention to raise as much money as possible 
to put in this fund. We have been, and shall continue to 
co-sponsor, with the police department, a dance for 
high school students on the second and fourth 
Saturday of each month. 


It is our hope that more people from Epping will find 
the time it takes to train and become a member of our 
organization. It takes approximately three hours per 
evening, two evenings per week, for 11 weeks to get an 
ambulance attendant’s license. During this time you 
will be trained to handle almost any medical 
emergency. 


Through 1979, we will again sponsor at least one 
complete Red Cross First Aid and Emergency Care 
course and several C.P.R. courses. At the completion of 
these courses, there is no obligation to join any 
organization, but at very least we can assure you that 
there is a great deal of comfort in knowing what to do 
when an emergency arises. If you are interested in 
taking any of these courses, for which there is little or 
no cost, please contact Chris Murphy at 679-8022.

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REPORT OF THE 
EXETER AREA 
VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION, INC. 


The Exeter Area Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., is 
a community health service that provides health care 
to individuals and families in their home, in the office, 
or in clinics. The care may be to prevent disease, 
promote, maintain, or restore health or it may be to 
minimize the effects of illness or disability. 


The Association is a non-profit agency governed by 
a Board of Directors. This Board is made up of people 
who are appointed by the selectmen in your town. The 
Association is often incorrectly thought to be a 
department of another health provider such as a 
hospital, but is in fact a separate and distinct 
organization. 


Funding for the Association comes from Medicare, 
Medicaid, patient fees, local taxes, and donations. 
Town appropriations make the service available to the 
town, they do not buy units of service for individuals. 


The services provided are as follows: 


Home Health Care. Home visits are made on 
referral from physicians, patients, families, or other 
agencies. The nurse does treatments, dressings, 
irrigations, injections, and gives instructions for care. 
She teaches nutrition, special diets, and accident 
prevention as well as other aspects of health care. The 
Physical Therapist establishes and carries out a 
program to rehabilitate the patient. The Health Aide 
provides care under the supervision of the Registered 
Nurse and/or the Physical Therapist. 


@ 


Maternal and Child Health Program. Visits are 
made to new or expectant mothers to provide informa- 
tion and instruction in the care of themselves and their 
babies. Well Child Clinics are held twice a month and 
provide the following services: Physical exams by a 
local pediatrician, immunizations, hearing and vision 
screening, lead and urine testing, special counseling, 
family planning and referral when appropriate. The 
clinics are for infants and preschool children. 


Adult Screening Program. Clinics are held twice a 
month for blood pressure and weight checks, diet and 
medication counseling and referrals. Flu vaccine 
clinics are held yearly. 


Mental Health Program. Visits to patients with 
mental and/or emotional problems. Coordination of 
care between patient, family, psychiatrist and 
community. 


Communicable Disease Program. Visits to patients 
who have or have had or are contacts of persons with 
Tuberculosis for testing and/or medication and 
general health supervision. Instruction and/or 
referral for other communicable diseases. 


Hospital Referral Program. An Agency nurse is in 
a local hospital five mornings a week to assist in 
planning, coordinating, and arranging for care at 
home so that a patient may move from hospital to 
home without any interruption in care. 


8,748 units of service were provided to residents of 


the service area between January 1, 1978 and October 
31, 1978.

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ANNUAL SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


Epping High School Gymnasium 
March 18, 1978 
7:00 P.M. 


Moderator Kendall Chase opened the meeting at 
7:00 p.m. by reading the results of the election of 
officers for the School District for the 1978-79 year. 


The School Warrant was then read in its entirety. 


ARTICLE 1: 

The School Board moved and seconded that 
$1,700,000.00 be appropriated for constructing and 
equipping an addition to the Carrie Odiorne Junior 
High School and for making alterations to the Carrie 
Odiorne Junior High School and the Central School 
and that to raise this appropriation the School Board 
is authorized to borrow $1,700,000.00 under the 
Municipal Finance Act. 


The article was opened for discussion. Mr. Wadleigh 
responded to a request for the Board to outline their 
proposal. Due to the extremely crowded conditions in 
the school, the School Board, recognizing its obligation 
to react, has proposed major alterations to the Central 
School to bring it back to a reasonable educational 
situation. Also, major alterations to the Carrie 
Odiorne Junior High School were included in this 
proposal. 


In response to a question regarding Federal Funds 
available, Mr. Wadleigh noted that the State of New 
Hampshire would reimburse approximately 30% of the 
$1,700,000.00 in building aid when all requirements 
are complied with. 


A short discussion followed with Mr. Wadleigh 
responding to the questions from the meeting in the 
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areas of proposed plans, architectural contacts 
investigated, room sizes, bidding procedures, etc. Mr. 
Don Sumner, Hersey Architects, explained that the 
construction job would be bonded for the protection of 
the District. Mr. Wadleigh, responding to an inquiry, 
stated that the effect on the tax rate would be 
approximately $5.00-5.50 the first year and $3.00-3.50 
the second year. The Budget Committee stated that the 
vote in favor of this Article was 5 in favor, 4 opposed. 


A motion was made and seconded to vote on the 
article. The motion CARRIED. 


The voting would be by secret ballot. Moderator 
Kendall Chase opened the polls at 7:45 p.m. 


The polls were closed at 9:00 p.m. The results were as 
follows: 


Total votes cast 527 2/3 Needed = 351 
In favor - 381 Opposed - 146 
The motion CARRIED. 


The ballots and check list were then placed in a 
locked box to be retained by the District. 


ARTICLE 2: 

The School Board moved and seconded that the 
reports of Agents, Committees or Officers chosen be 
accepted as presented. 


A vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 3: 

The School Board moved and seconded that the 
District vote to authorize the School Board to apply 
for, contract for, and accept any aid from the Federal, 
State and County governments that may become 
available in the future. 


A vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 
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ARTICLE 4: 

The School Board moved and seconded that the 
District vote to authorize the School Board to apply 
for, contract for, accept and expend $16,000.00 from 
the Federal, State and County governments in 
connection with the Manpower Jobs Program, for the 
economically disadvantaged for training programs, in 
such sum or sums as may be available from said 
program. 


This Article was not recommended by the Budget 
Committee. 


A vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 5: 

The School Board moved and seconded that the sum 
of $2,655,191.58 be raised and appropriated for the 
support of schools, for the payments of salaries for 
School District Officials and Agents, and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of the district. 


The meeting chose not to read through the budget by 
line item. A motion was made and seconded to vote on 
the total sum. The motion CARRIED. 


A vote was taken and the motion CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 6: 

The Moderator read the article to transact any other 
business that may legally come before this meeting. 
There being no further business, the School Board 
moved and seconded to adjourn. 


Mr. Lavoie asked that the meeting extend its 
appreciation to Mr. Arquette for his efforts on the 
Board for the last three years. It was unanimously 
noted. 
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A vote was taken to adjourn the meeting. The 
motion CARRIED. The meeting adjourned at 9:35 p.m.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The major thrust of the Superintendent’s report to 
you this year was to be “Accountability”. Especially 
as this issue pertains to Supervisory Union #14 and 
more particularly to Epping. 


However, since Mr. Mark Joyce, our Supervisory 
Union #14 Accountability Committee Chairperson (he 
also serves as Epping’s Elementary School Principal) 
has submitted such an excellent progress report to me 
I shall simply relay to you what Mr. Joyce reported: 


The topic of ‘‘Accountability’’ in education is 
receiving more and more attention of late. 


Taxpayers are asking for a clear accounting of their 
tax dollars. Parents want to insure the quality of their 
child’s education, in view of declining national test 
scores. Educators want to clarify their areas of 
responsibility and insure quality education. 


Although the demands being expressed by tax- 
payers, parents, and educators appear to be different; 
each of these groups is concerned with delivering a 
quality education to children. 


In order to satisfy this demand in New Hampshire, 
the State Department of Education has directed each 
school board in the state to formulate a plan of 
accountability. This plan must include a detailed 
description of each step the educational unit will take 
in developing an accountability program. 


In compliance with this directive, the school boards 
of Chester, Epping, Fremont and Newmarket met on 
several occasions to discuss available alternatives. As 
a result, the Union Board agreed to join together and 
formulate a plan by which they would be able to share 
certain costs and to pool other resources. 
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In October of 1978, the school boards of Supervisory 
Union #14 established a representative planning 
‘group, composed of teachers, administrators, school 
board members and parents from each of the four 
towns. This local planning group (LPG), under the 
direction of a part-time coordinator, has met bi- 
monthly beginning in October, in order to design the 
Union No. 14 plan of accountability. 


The Supervisory Union No. 14 plan, as outlined, 
calls for the four schools to complete a six step process 
by June of 1981. 


The first step in the process is the development of 
“Essential student outcomes” for students at the 4th, 
8th and 12th grade levels in the subject areas of 
English Language Arts-Reading, Mathematics, and 
History and Government. 


Secondly, the plan calls for the development of 
‘“‘nerformance indicators’’ or ways of measuring 
success for each of the outcomes listed above. 


Thirdly, we will design or buy a testing instrument 
and procedure that will measure the performance 
indicators listed in item two. 


Fourthly, we will develop a process that will analyze 
the assessment data and provide useful information 
about the school program to teachers, parents, 
administrators and taxpayers. 


The next step will be to develop a process by which 
the results will be reported regularly to the State 
Department of Education and to the local community. 


Finally, and most importantly, we will develop a 
process by which the information gained will be used 
to develop a management plan for each of the four 
towns. This management plan, operating under the 
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premise of “‘mutual accountability’? will assess 
program effectiveness in the four major academic 
areas and facilitate the realignment of resources that 
may be necessary to achieve better results. 


In summary, it is the belief of the Local Planning 
Group (LPG) that the term “accountability” must be 
defined and interpreted for purposes of this plan and 
our project as “mutual accountability”. 


Mutual Accountability is a comprehensive planning 
and management process in which responsibility for 
student learning is defined and shared among 
students, teachers, administrators, school board, 
parents, and community. 


Mr. Roy E. Whalen reports .. . 


The Epping Junior-Senior High School has three 
hundred sixty-five students enrolled in one hundred 
five classes for the 1978-79 school year. Our high 
school enrollment has increased by 10% or twenty 
students over last year. We anticipate that the high 
school enrollment in grades 9-12 will increase to 
approximately two hundred eighty students next year, 
representing a 27% increase over the present enroll- 
ment. Thirty-five seniors should graduate this June; 
we forsee sixty-five graduates next year. 


We are continuing our curriculum study project to 
develop our program in anticipation of the new 
facilities. With the addition to the Carrie-Odiorne 
Junior High School building, grades 5 through 8 will 
be housed on the second floor of the addition and will 
be considered a Middle School. Grades 9 through 12 
will occupy the first floor of the new facilities in 
addition to the existing rooms. Some areas, such as 
music, cafeteria, art, shop, home economics, and the 
media center, will be available to middle school 
youngsters, provided we have the staff to oversee these 
programs. 
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The present enrollment added to a conservative 
projected growth in membership should bring us into 
the new facility with a capacity enrollment. We hope to 
meet state standards for programs in all areas. 


Development of special education programs for 
seventh and eighth grade students has continued this 
year. By state and federal law, we are required to begin 
developing these services for students in grades nine 
through twelve. Serving the needs of youngsters with 
physical and mental handicaps continues to be a 
complex area we are trying to develop. Diagnostic and 
prescriptive services are often developed by specialized 
agencies working with the school. These services are 
critical if we are to design the individual education 
programs required by law. 


As usual, our students have represented us well 
when they have traveled to other communities. Our 
mathalon team, athletic teams, and educational field 
trips have brought credit to their school and com- 
munity. We are proud to work with the community 
toward the full development of the potential of the 
Epping students. We appreciate the many kindnesses 
extended to the school from interested parents, 
businesses, and civic organizations of the town. 


Mr. Mark V. Joyce reports... 


The Epping Central Elementary School successfully 
opened last September with a total school enrollment 
of about 350 pupils. We have 21 professional educators 
(16 full time and 5 part time) teaching our youngsters 
in Grades 1-6, within the Central School. 


In addition, again this year, the elementary school 
has been successful in writing programs for and 
receiving the services of 1 teacher, 4 aides and 2 
special education instructors from the Federal and 
State Government. These services are provided to the

town without direct cost to the taxpayers of Epping. 
The 1978-79 school year has brought a number of 
improvements to the elementary curriculum. Included 
among these improvements has been continuation of 
our coordinated ‘developmental reading program”’ 
and “mathematics program” through Grade 6. This 
program began several years ago and as a result of 
community support and hard work by the staff, we 
have been able to increase the program by 2 grades 
each year. The successful institution of these programs 
has resulted in a marked improvement in student 
interest and performance in both of these very 
important basic skill areas. In addition, we are better 
able to place students according to their abilities and 
subsequently better service their individual needs. 
This in turn results in each student receiving the 
maximum benefit during their very important 
formative years in elementary school. 


Another recent curriculum improvement has been in 
the area of physical education. As the result of hiring a 
new physical education instructor, we have been able 
to offer for the first time in several years, regular 
physical education classes for every elementary 
student. Presently each elementary student receives 
physical education one period per week, however, 
when the new addition is completed, we will be able to 
expand the program to two periods per week. 


Our efforts during the 1979-80 school year will be 
directed towards needed curriculum improvement in 
the area of Language Arts, which includes the 
instruction of listening, speaking and writing skills. 
We presently have a committee of specialists studying 
alternative Language Arts curricula and we will begin 
to phase in the program during the forthcoming school 
year. 


Our most pressing present need at the elementary 
school is for more space and this will be substantially 
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alleviated when the renovations take place that area 
part of our total building program. These alterations 
will allow the joining of two 450 sq. ft. classrooms to 
one regulation size classroom, the creation of a library 
area (which is required by state standards), the 
creation of special education areas, offices and 
conference rooms. These renovations are possible 
because Grades 5 and 6 will be moving to the middle 
school level of the new addition. As a result we will 
have an elementary primary school with adequate 
staff, and facilities that will again be able to service 
the youngsters of our community to their maximum 
benefit. 


In addition to our space need there are two other 
important issues facing education today. Namely, the 
ever increasing demand on the schools to provide 
individual special education services to our students 
and the increasing requirements on schools in the area 
of accountability. Both of these areas are of legitimate 
concern to all citizens and will undoubetdly result in 
providing improved service to our students. However, 
the institution of these programs have and will 
continue to place additional demands on our present 
staff's time and on our community’s rescurces. You 
may be assured that we will endeavor to continue to 
provide these services in the most efficient and 
economical fashion. 


In closing this report, I would like to thank the 
members of our Parent Teachers’ Organization, our 
Parents, students and the community in general for 
the continued support of your elementary school. 
Knowing that we have your support and cooperation 
allows us to provide the best possible education to our 
most valuable resource — our children! 


This annual report, even though most of the 
material came directly from Principal Joyce, 
would be incomplete without acknowledging a 
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major financial sacrifice and vote to appro- 
priate the $1,700,000.00 bond issue last March. 
After complaining for more than 17 years 
about Epping’s poor educational facilities your 
vote last March has, once and for all, quieted 
this writer’s complaints — a nice feeling 


indeed.
